O pponents of the Hudson bay

For Mate time past the advocates of 
Fort Churchill have been getting in their work, not 
because they really believe that it has more edven- 
leges than Port Nelson, upon which many millions 
of dollars already here beerf spent, hut merely be¬ 
cause they sew ia reviving this controversy aa op¬ 
portunity to delay the completion of the mtin 
project. 

The Manitoba Free Pram notes • difference be¬ 
tween the advocates of Port Nelson and of Fort 
Churchill end soys: "The former do not disparage 
the harbor at Fort Churchill: they foresee that in 
the development in tho Hudron Bay dUtrict which 
will follow the carrying of transportation to its .bores, 
dwra will be need, at no dritsat time, for the develop¬ 
ment of the second port. Their support of Port Nai¬ 
rn, is based upon considerations of expediency, im¬ 
mediate practicability and opportunity. But your 
Churchillite. with true diehard mentality, can see 
only that port: it is almost treason to suggest that 
there ere possibilities at Port Nelson." It then adds 
that it is rather e tall order to a*k the public to be- 


haVe given n* to the cartest agitation. "With some 
notable exceptions, our people are very much lack- 
jog ia initiative.
